Some Andover residents heard 
the 12:30 German announcements 
that the Invasion was on, but not 
about 5:15, when the fire 
alarm rang a series of blows, did 
most of the populace realize that 
D-Day had arrived. The various 
mills’ air-raid alarms came shortly 
after. 


The Andover Council of Churches 
immediately put through their 
D-Day plan, and at one o’clock some 
3500 Bulletins printed during the 
morning at the Townsman Press 
were being distributed to Boy 
Scouts for further distribution 
throughout town. It announced the 
special chureh service to be held 
at the Free church that evening 
and also the services being held at 
St. Augustine’s church. Tuesday 
morning the latter church always 
has a special mass for servicemen, 
but the attendance this week was 
heavier than usual, showing that 
at that early hour the seriousness 
of the day had already stirred 
people to prayer. Exposition of the 
Blessed Sacrament continued dur- 
ing the day, and there was a well- 
attended Holy Hour in the evening. 
The Free church service in which 
all the ministers took part was an 
impressive one, with a very heavy 
attendance.

War Bond Drive 
To Start Monday 


MAY DATE BONDS FOR D-DAY 


It was announced yesterday 
that anyone buying war bonds in 
the period between June 12 and 
17, the first few days of the Fifth 
War Loan drive, may have the 
bonds dated, June 6—the date 
which it is hoped will go down 
in world history as one of the 
world’s most important dates. 


With a splendid record behind it, 
Andover, on next Monday, will en- 
ter its Fifth War Loan drive. In 
the last drive the town over-sub- 
scribed both its over-all and its E 
bond quota, the latter being a real- 
ly remarkable record. In this drive 
the quota for E bonds will be 
$313,200, and the overall quota will 
be $2,446,436. The Fourth War 
Loan quota was only $1,850,000, but 
the town raised $2,484,968. 


Phillips Academy’s students 
raised $22,328 in a special contest 
with Exeter in the Fourth drive, but 
despite the fact that this fund will 
not be available this time, it is ex- 
pected that the townspeople will go 
well over the quota because of the 
Invasion.

Post-War Rehabilitation 


A tax rate of $29.00, or $1.00 high- 
er than last year’s, was announced 
yesterday ‘by the Board of As- 
sessors, following receipt of ap- 
proval by Henry F. Long, com- 
missioner of corporations and tax- 
ation. The rate is three cents higher 
than the last ten years’ average. It 
also allows for $75,000 which has 
been used to purchase war bonds 
for a postwar rehabilitation fund, 
so that the rate as based on 1944 
expenditures alone would be con- 
siderably lower. 

The expenditure figures used in 
computing the rate were as fol- 
lows: town, $773,662.63; state, 
$38,446.65; county, $42,258.41; over- 
lay, $15,305.86. 

Total estimated receipts are 
$383,420.82. Total valuation on polls 
is $3916, giving a revenue of $7832; 
valuation on personal property, 
$2,096,607, yielding $60,801.60, and 
valuation on real estate, $14,366,177, 
yielding $416,619.13.

Sometime you Andover boys who went ashore on the 
beaches of Normandy on Tuesday morning are going to come 
back here and you’re going to try to recapture in words the 
pent-up feelings that you had as you crossed the Channel 
lo make years of dark history turn bright again. And some- 
time as you get a chance to pause on what we hope will be a 
hurried trip to Berlin, you might wonder how we here at 
home felt when we heard the news. 

We’ve been waiting, of course. We talked a little about it, 
wondered when it would happen, even thought perhaps it 
mightn’t happen.. But we didn’t say much about what we 
thought of most; that was too near to our hearts to allow us to 
talk about it; it was beyond our means to do anything about it. 

But we really were doing something about it, all the time. 
And when the news came, we did it more fervently than ever. 
You know, here in Andover, those of us who hadn’t heard the 
news of the early German announcement went to bed Monday 
night and slept until we heard the fire alarm about 5:15 Tues- 
day morning. As it started we paid no more than the usual 
attention to it, counting to ourselves. It went to five, then six, 
then seven, then eight, then nine—and it didn’t stop. It kept 
on going. Then we knew. It was the Invasion. You fellows 
were on your way, heading into you knew not what, certain 
only of one thing: that you were fighting for the right. And 
as that fire alarm continued, thousands of minds here at home 
. spontaneously echoed but-one-thought: “God Be With Them.” 
Somehow, as you went farther away from us, you were nearer 


than ever. 


We know that you too asked for God’s help, and because 
we are in the right, we know that He will give that help, every 
step of the way from Normandy to Berlin, from a world of 


war to a world of peace.
